The Applicant's representative, Mr. Peter S. Park with assistance of Mr. Mark E. 
Wallerson, conducted a telephone interview with Examiner Falasco on December 18, 2006. 
During the interview, the following was discussed: 

1 . Brief description of exhibits or demonstration: NONE 

2. Identification of claims discussed: Claim 1 

3 . Identification of art discussed: U.S. Patent No. 4,58 1 ,270 to Kato et al. ("Kato") 

4. Identification of principal proposed amendments: NONE 

5. Brief Identification of principal arguments: Kato does not teach or suggest 
protective coating on a side surface of the magnetic layer even though Kato may disclose 
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applying a protective layer on the upper surface, which is distinguished from the side surface, of 
the edge (rim) portion. Further, in Kato, the protective layer is applied to the substrate part of a 
floppy disk which is not a magnetic layer part. 

6. Indication of other pertinent matters discussed: NONE 

7. Results of Interview: Regardless of the arguments of Applicant's representative, 
the Examiner stated that the protective coating went along the inner rim which includes the 
magnetic blank's inner edge referring to col. 4, lines 27-28 of Kato.
